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Response to Arguments 
1. Applicant's arguments filed 2/4/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, the motivation of combining Ohno with the combination of Vining and de la 
Iglesis is to enhance the usefulness of optical disk without necessitating the use of complicated 
head configuration and complicated head control system for recording, reproducing and erasing, 
so that the output data from the computer can be easily edited and filed, thereby enabling storage 
for a long time by utilizing only one optical disk (see Ohno, col. 4 lines 24-27 and col. 9 lines 
19-23). Although Applicant further pointed out that Vining does not operate with the same 
structure as disclosed in Ohno, the test of obviousness is not whether the features of a reference 
may be bodily incorporated into the structure of another reference but what the combined 
teaching of those references would have suggested to one of the ordinary skill in the art. Here, 
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combining the teaches of Ohno and the combination of Vining and de la Iglesis does not require 
to use specialized two zone optical disk as argued by the applicant. The argument overlooks "the 
relevant combined teachings of the references..." Anderson, 391 F.2d at 958, 157 USPQ at 281. 
More specifically, although Vinning and de la Iglesis does not mention the two zone optical disk, 
the references do invite modifications to its invention, specifying that "the present invention may 
be embodied in other specific forms ..." (see Vining, col. 7 lines 38-44) and "the principle of the 
invention may be applied toward a wide range of system. . . " (see de la Iglesis, col. 9 line 66 
through col. 10 line 3). Thus, one skill in the art would have been motivated to add Ohno to 
Wining and de la Iglesia. 

In response to applicant's argument that one skill in the art would not motivated to add 
Ohno to Vining and de la Iglesia because Ohno would contrary to the basic operating principle of 
de la Iglesia, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be 
bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what 
the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the 
art. See/rc re Keller, 642 F.2d413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
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
